Observers think 


the British may be willing to maintain a 


united front, that F’rench “ grandeur” may 
have found a way to advance itself without 
new complications, that the United 
States 
may have found a formula for getting out of 
the rigidity of the Dulles formula of no con­ 
cessions. 
But if it now were to turn out that the 
foreign ministers had not been marking time 
at Geneva after all, the net result still would 
justify an appraisal that never had so much 
effort been expended for so little. 
The original pattern of the Geneva prob­ 
lem has not been changed an iota. Because 
of geography , a wartime error in strategy 
and postwar delay in ty ing up loose ends, the 
Soviet Union and its dependent, East Ger­ 
many . hold Berlin as a hostage. 
The Western Powers, though they have the 
right to occupy the Western part of the city 
and are prepared to assert it with vigor if 
challenged by the Soviet Union, are at a dis­ 
advantage in position. They could not hold the 
city if the Russians really wanted to make 


their military position untenable, without a 
resort to general war—and it is unlikely that 
they would consider the game was worth that 
big a candle. 
This has been the bargaining point of the 
Soviet Union in calling for a showdown. It 
still is. The question has been whether some­ 
thing might be gained by a meeting of the 
heads of states, meaning principally a meet­ 
ing between President Eisenhower and Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev. 
In 
all 
probability , 
the 
meetings between Vice President Nixon and 
the Russian premier will have as much hear­ 
ing on this as the long-drawn-out conference 
of the foreign ministers at Geneva. 
The problem 
from the beginning—which 
was late last November, when the Kremlin 
said it was calling for a showdown—has been 
to offset Russia’s obvious advantage of posi­ 
tion with proof of the unity of the Western 
Powers in the face of a threat of war. 
More effort has been spent on achieving 
Western unity than on overcoming the Rus­ 
sian ultimatum that the time has come to do 
something about Berlin.

But Kennedy and Hoffa are not the two 
sides of the issue. With due respect for the 
importance of each in his field, they are not 
even appropriate sy mbols of the issue. They 
are getting off the track. 
Kennedy has too much privilege and too 
much legal training in his background to be 
a proper sy mbol for 
people 
who 
believe 
labor unions must be made responsible for 
the misbehavior of their officials. 
Hoffa has too much bully -boy background 
and too much flamboy ance in his 
u n i o n 
career to be a fitting sy mbol for people who 
arc try ing to make unionism fit harmon­ 
iously into a permanent pattern of U.S. life. 
Men like these are ideally suited for fol­ 
lowers who must think of e\ery issue as a 


conflict of personalities. But followers like 
these are not likely to generate the strong 
convictions needed to stabilize thought and 
action about the legal responsibility of union­ 
ism. 


They are the same shallow thinkers who 
thought World War II was a crusade against 
Hitler and Mussolini and who think now that 
the cold war is against Khrushchev.

plank; 
“The Republican party has al­ 
way s been the champion of the 
oppressed and recognizes the dig­ 
nity of manhood, irrespective of 
faith, color or nationality . It sy m- 


pathizes with the cause of home 
rule 
in 
Ireland, 
and 
protests

.l^ws in Russia” 


IN 1896, the Republican

form had a plank say ing; “ The

In 1920. the Democratic national 
platform contained a plank “ ex­ 
pressing its active sy mpathy with 
the people of China. Czechoslova­ 
kia. Finland. Yugoslavia, Poland, 
Persia and others who have re­

representative 
government.” .Another plank ex­ 
pressed sy mpathy with the efforts 
of the Irish people to get their 
freedom, and still another plank 
called on the .American govern­ 
ment to “ render every 
possible 
and proper aid to the unfortunate 
people of Armenia ” 
The y ear 1944 saw 
the 
first 
plank from the Republicans call­ 
ing for a “ free and democratic 
commonwealth” 
in 
Palestine. 
Then, in 1948. the Democrats had 
a plank, too, “looking forward to 
the admission of 
the 
state 
of 
Israel to the United Nations.” The 
Republicans in their platform that 
y ear also had a plank proclaim

Two obvious questions

Nixon’s journey ever 
since he decided to go to the Soviet 
Union. How will he do** What will 
this mean for him politically ’ 
The answers to both will prob­ 
ably be less than sensational un 
less something unusual 
happens 
for good or bad 
It hasn’t hap­ 
pened y et—so far as is known— 
and there is no reason to believe 
it will. 
He has shaken hands with Soviet 
citizens, conferred with Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev, kept himself 
in 
the 
headlines 
by 
the 
very 
nature of his trip, and expressed 
American goodwill 
That’s the most he 
was 
sup­ 
posed to do, since his mission was 
billed as a goodwill trip If he had 
made any gains with Khrushchev 
—and newsmen with him indicate 
he hasn’t—that would have been 
extra 
He could upset the applecart— 
internationally 
and 
personally — 
when, after leaving the U.S.S.R 
he stops off a couple of day s in 
Poland. 
The 
people there 
have 
tried to tear themselves loose a 
bit 
from 
the Soviet Communi.« :! 
hug 
Since there are many people of 
Polish descent in this country , it 
i.s 
possible 
that 
Nixon, 
carried 
away with a desire to please Poles 
here and there, may say some­ 
thing so anti-Soviei that any good 
achieved on his Soviet trip would 
be undone. 
That’s unlikely for a couple of 
reasons. He is representing Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and the Ameri­ 
can government and therefore is 
conscious of his responsibility for 
causing no damage. Besides, he's 
not the emotional ty pe 
Nixon, a prime candidate for the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomina­ 
tion in 1960. is a shrewd politician 
who has had his ey e on the main 
chance from away back 
Other­ 
wise. he wouldn’t be where he is 
at 46. 
But he is under a handicap on 
this trip. As vice president, he is 
limited in what he can do. For in­ 
stance, he isn't in a position t# 
make deals by himself. This in it­ 
self limits the amount of prestige 
he can get from his trip. 
From the beginning, his job has 
been to handle himself well, avoid 
incidents 
or 
statements 
which 
might injure him or the United 
States, try if pos'ihle to make 
some headway with Khrushchev, 


and 
make 
propaganda 
for 
this 
country as best he can. 
That doesn’t call for sensational 
successes. 
So. unless the unusual occurs, 
the memory of this Soviet visit 
will 
probably 
grow^ 
dimmer 
in 
voters’ minds as time passes. The 
Republican 
presidential 
nominat­ 
ing convention and the 1960 elec­ 
tions are a y ear or more away . 
It can hardly be argued that his 
disastrous tour of Latin America 
will be much of a factor in hi.s 
getting, or not getting, the nom­ 
ination. Yet he returned from that 
journey 
to 
an 
America 
highly 
sy mpathetic for what he had en­ 
dured 
The 
anti-American 
ordeal 
in­ 
flicted on him was not because he 
was Nixon but because he was 
American. 
No one is sugge.sting now. a y ear 
later, that his Latin American ex­ 
perience will have any weight in

By the same token—the distance 
between now and 1%0—there’s no 
reason to think his Soviet trip will 
be a factor on his side in I960 un­ 
less it results in something more 
significant than has happened up 
till now.

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Never So Little For So M uch 


The new rumor from Geneva is hopeful 


again. The Western Powers think they have 


detected favorable signs in something about 


Andrei Gromyko’s behavior. Observers think 


the British may be willing to maintain a 


united front, that French “ grandeur"’ may 
have found a way to advance itself without 


new complications, that 
the 
United 
States 
m ay have found a formula for getting out of 


the rigidity of the Dulles formula of no con­ 


cessions. 
But if it now were to turn out that the 
foreign ministers had not been marking time 
at Geneva after all, the net result still would 
justify an appraisal that never had so much 


effort been expended for so little. 


The original pattern of the Geneva nrob 
lem has not been changed an iota. Because 
of geography, a wartime error in strategy 
and postwar delay in tying up loose ends, the 
Soviet Union and its dependent, East Ger­ 
many. hold Berlin as a hostage. 


The Western Powers, though they have the 
right to occupy the Western part of the city 
and are prepared to assert it with vigor if 
challenged by the Soviet Union, are at a dis­ 
advantage in position. They could not hold the 
city if the Russians really wanted to make 


their military position untenable, without a 


resort to general war—and it is unlikely thst 
they would consider the gam e was worth that 


big a candle. 
This has been the bargaining point of the 
Soviet Union in calling for a showdown. It 


still is. The question has been whether som e­ 
thing might be gained by a meeting of the 
heads of states, meaning principally a m eet­ 
ing between President Eisenhower and Pre­ 
mier Khrushchev. 
In 
all 
probability, 
the 


m eetings between Vice President Nixon and 
the Russian premier will have as much bear­ 
ing on this as the long-drawn-out conference 
of the foreign ministers at Geneva. 
The problem 
from the beginning—which 
was late last November, when the Kremlin 


said it was calling for a showdown—has been 


to offset Russia’s obvious advantage of posi­ 
tion with proof of the unity of the Western 
Powers in the face of a threat of war. 
More effort has been spent on achieving 
Western unity than on overcoming the Rus­ 


sian ultimatum that the time has come to do 
something about Berlin. World War II has 
been over for more than 14 years, and if the 
Kremlin hadn't 
issued 
an 
ultimatum 
the 
Western Powers should have issued one of 
their own. 


This Thing Is Getting Off The Track 


It will be a ghastly shame and a disservice 
to decency if the prominence of Jam es R. 


Hoffa and Robert F 
Kennedy in hearings 


before the Senate 
Rackets 
Committee 
has 
converted a public issue into a private feud 
The fact that the young counsel to the com ­ 


mittee has chosen the president of the T eam ­ 
sters Union as a 
Carthage 
symbol—som e­ 
thing that 
must 
be 
destroyed—has 
given 
Hoffa a good reason to talk about Kennedy 
in the sam e vindictive terms. 
Rut Kennedy and Hoffa are not the two 


sides of the issue. With due respect for the 
importance of each in his field, they are not 
pven appropriate symbols of the issue. They 
are getting off the track. 
Kennedy has too much privilege and too 
much legal training in his background to be 
a proper symbol for 
people 
who 
believe 
labor unions must be made responsible for 
the misbehavior of their officials. 
Hoffa has too much bully-bov background 
and too much flamboyance in his u n i o n 
career to be a fitting symbol for people who 
are trying to m ake unionism fit harmon­ 
iously into a permanent pattern of U.S. life 


Men like these are ideally suited for fol­ 
lowers who must think of every issue as a 


conflict of personalities. But followers like 
these are not likely to generate the strong 
convictions needed to stabilize thought and 
action about the legal responsibility of union­ 
ism. 


They are the sam e shallow thinkers who 
thought World War II was a crusade against 
Hitler and Mussolini and who think now that 
the cold war is against Khrushchev. They 
are the superficial patriots who thought de­ 
mocracy could be saved by witch hunts, or by 
putting someone in jail because someone else 
made an unsupported allegation. 


At this moment, the best thing that could 
happen to the national problem of what to 
do about making unions bear more respon­ 
sibility for their good conduct and the public 
welfare would be for Robert Kennedy and

local self-government in Ireland.” 
The Republican platform in the 
s a m e year, under the title “ C h a m ­ 
pioning the Oppressed,” had this 
plank: 
“ The Republican party has al­ 
ways been the champion of the 
oppressed and recognizes the dig­ 
nity of manhood, irrespective of 
faith, color or nationality. It s y m ­ 


pathizes with the cause of borne

governm ent.” 
Another plank 
ex­ 
pressed s ym pathy with the efforts 
of the Irish people to get their 
freedom, and still another plank 
called on the

and proper aid to the unfortunate 
people of A rm enia ." 
The yea r 
1944 
saw 
the 
first 
plank from the Republicans call­

The answers to both will prob­ 
ably be less than sensational u n ­

for good or bad. It hasn't h a p ­ 
pened yet—so far as is known— 
and there is no reason to believe 
it will. 


He has shaken hands with Soviet 
citizens,

nature of his trip. and expressed 
American goodwill 
T h a t ’s the most he 
was 
sup­ 
posed to do. since his mission was 
billed as a goodwill trip If he had 
m ade any gains with Khrushchev 
—and newsm en with him indicate 
he h a s n ’t—that would have been 
extra 
He could upset the applecart— 
internationally 
and 
personally— 
when, 
after 
leav ing the U.S S R 
he stops off a couple of days in 
Poland. 
The 
people 
there 
have 
tried to tear themselves loose a 
bit 
from 
the 
Soviet 
Communist 


hug. 
Since there are m a n y people of 
Polish descent in this country, it 
is 
possible 
that 
Nixon, 
carried 
away with a desire to please Poles 
here and there, m a y say so m e­ 
thing so anti-Soviet that any good 
achieved on his Soviet trip would 
be undone. 
T h a t ’s unlikely for a couple of 
reasons. He is representing Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and the A m eri­ 
can governm ent and therefore is 
conscious of his responsibility for 
causing no d am ag e . Besides, he's 
not the emotional type. 
Nixon, a prim e candidate for the 
Republican 
presidential 
nom ina­ 
tion in 1960, is a shrewd politician 
who has had his eye on the main 
chance 
from 
aw ay back 
Other­ 
wise. he wouldn't be where he is 
at 46. 
But he is under a handicap on 
this trip. As vice president, he is 
limited in what he can do. For in­ 
stance. he isn’t in a position ta 
m a k e deals by himself. This in it­ 
self limits the amount of prestige 
he can get from his trip. 
F ro m the beginning, his job has 
been to handle himself well, avoid 
incidents 
or 
statem ents 
which 
might injure him or the United 
States, 
try 
if 
possible 
to 
m a k e 
some headw ay with Khrushchev, 


and 
m a k e 
propaganda 
for 
thi* 
country as best he can. 
That doesn’t call for sensational 
successes. 
So. 
unless the unusual occurs, 
the m e m o ry of this Soviet visit 
will 
probably 
grow' 
d i m m e r 
in 
voters’ minds as time passes. The 
Republican 
presidential 
nominat­ 
ing convention and the 1960 elec­ 
tions are a y ea r or m o re away. 
It can hardly be argued that his 
disastrous tour of Latin America 
will be much of a factor in his 
getting, or not getting, the n o m ­ 
ination Yet he returned from that

sympath etic for what he had en­

The 
anti-American 
ordeal 
in­ 
flicted on him w as not because he

Nixon but because he was 
American. 
No one is suggesting now. a year 
later, that his Latin American e x ­ 
perience will have any weight in 
1960. 
By the sa m e token—the distance 
between now and 1960—there s no 
reason to think his Soviet trip will 
be a factor on his side in 1960 u n ­ 
less it results in something m o re 
significant than has happened up 
till now.

School cleanliness was always a 
problem. Vermin infestation re­ 
quired vigilance and help of pro­ 
fessional exterminators 
Today, school buildings in Co­ 
lumbiana County are practically 
all large, modern fireproof struc­ 
tures and with completion of Bea­ 
ver Local's building program next 
term, there will be no old wjooden 
buildings in the county system, Mc­ 
Bride said. 
New, fireproof buildings are easy 
to keep clean with use of modern 
equipment. Vermin are getting rare 
indeed. 
School officials, however, consid­ 
er the help of the sanitarian from 
the County Health Department as 
a necessity, McBride said. The 
sanitarian checks not only the 
cleanliness of the buildings and 
kitchens, but the water supply and 
the sewage disposal system. 
Most of the school districts have 
full-time school nurses who keep 
close watch on the health of the 
children. The school nurse helps 
with the immunization program, 
takes care of daily emergencies, 
keeps health records and contacts 
parents. The work of the school 
nurses is co-ordinated by the Coun­ 
ty Health Department.
